WARSHIP. SENT 
TO THE RESCUE 
OF AMERICAN 


Honduras Albers Is Held 
in Captivity 


PRISONER TO BE AIDED 
BY MINISTER MERRY 


It Is Alleged That Albers Had Been 
Imprisoned By Honduras Be- 
cause of the Activity of 
Business Rivals—aAl- 
leged Albers Abus- 
ed the Execu- 
tive. 


Washington, September 13.—After. con- 
sultation between the state and navy 
departments it has been decided that a 
warship shall be sent to one of the 
Costas Rican ports to convey American 
Minister Merry, at last acounts in San 
Jose, northward to the nearest point on 
the coast of Nicaragua or Honduras, 
to the place where William 8S. Albers, 
an American citizen, and his brother 
are confined pending a trial on the 
charge of resisting lega] process ani of 
insulting the president of Nicaragua. 

The officials of the state and navy 
departments decline to make any state- 
ment whatever on this subject just now, 
but it is known that it has received 
serious attention, and the- lack of in- 
formation as to the exact natur2 of 
the offense charged against Albers, and 
the possibility of his ‘not receiving a 
fair trial have caused an effort to be 
made to get in closer touch with the 
prisoner. The gunboat Princeton, now 
at Panama, is the nearest warship ty» 
Ocotal, in the province of Segovia, where 
Albers is imprisoned. But the last named 
town is 70 miles inland over a rough 
‘mountain range from the coast, and the 
trail igs not passable by any veéhizle. 
Amapala, on the gulf of. Fonseca, on 
the southern boundary of Honduras, ap- 
pears to be the nearest port to Ocodtal. 
The Port Limon Company, whose agent 
Albers waa, has sent a lawyer named 
Brubaker from Philadelphia to Ocotal 
to assist in his defense. 


History of Albers Case. 


An American gentlemen of much in- 
telligence and high character, who has 
been traveling in Central America for 
the past few months engaged in svien- 
tific work has written a detailed ac- 
count of the Albers case to friends in 
Baltimore, which has reached here. He 
States that he fg entirely famillar with 
the case, and reports as follows: 

“The Limon Company, of which Vil- 
Ham §8. Albers is the manager, is lo- 
cated at Jalnapa, Segovio, neat the 
border of Honduras. This corperation 
is engaged in gold and silver mining, 
and in raising wheat and tobacco, and 
has made quite large investments in 
good faith, 

“It. appears that In March, 1905 a 
company of armed men, led by. one 
claiming to be a lieutenant in the Ni- 
caraguan army, and alleging that they 
were sent by the government tobacco 
syndicate, demanded oi Albers that he 
permit them to enter and carry away 
his stock of tobacco under seizure. 

“Albers replied that he had no con- 
traband tobacco; that he obeyed the 
he paid the government 
in full; that. he held regular official re- 
ceipt for all tobacco in his stores. 

‘He furthermore said. that the firs? 
man who tried:to enter his door would 
be shot, but that he would permit the 
Meutenant to’ go through with one man 
and inspect the tobaccce in order that 
his assertions might be proved. This 
was done, and no contraband tobaccs 
was found. 


Charges Against Albers. 

“Following the searcr of the Limon 
Company's premises, the executive at 
Managua, the capital of Nicaragua is- 
sued a decree ordering that any one 
holding tobacco in stock should obtain 
a permit; and that should he fail to do 
this his tobacco would be confiscated 
whereupon several Americans holding 
tobacco applied for the permits, and were 
refused them. 

“These Amedrican. holders thereupon 
arranged to sell their tobacco to the 
syndicate, with the execption of Al- 
bers. But the treatment received from 
Albers, who had in his place American 
employees, who could have enforced his 
threats if necessary, caused the synd4i- 
cate managers to misrepresent and ex- 
aggerate the actions of Aibers when they 
reported it to the president. 

“As a result, charges of resistancé to 
authority and violent abuse of the ex. 
ecutive (which is a _ sé€rious offense in 
many Latin-American countries), were 
made at the court of the district, sit- 
uated at Ocotal. 

“Judicial warrants for arrests were 
issued, and both the Aibers were taken 
into custody at Jalapa, while peaceably 
walking the stre@ét-near their place of 
business. They were taken to Ocotal, 
where, as lar as is now known to me. 
they are held in oustody pending the 
verdict of the court which, it may safely 
assume, will convict them.”’

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NATING PEACE 
JAPANESE VENT 
RAGE IN RIOTS 


Uutbreak in Yokohama in 
Which Many Policemen 
Were Injured, 


GUARDS ARE PLACED 
AT ALL CONSULATES 


In the Rioting at Yokohama Four- 
teen Police Boxes Were Burned 
and Thirty-seven Police 
Injured—Only Two Citi- 
zens Were Hurt. 


Tokio, September !13.—(10 a. m.)—Ad- 
vices from Yokohama say that a riot 
occurred there shortly after midnight 
Tuesday night. The mob was divided 
into two bodies numbering about 5,500, 
mostly coolies, Doatmen and outcasts. 
Eight police boxes were demolished. 

Four hundred troops were sent to Tohio 
on a special train a little before dawn 
and soldiers are now guarding the con- 
sulates, the warehouses containing ex- 
plosives, and the oll tanks. 

Six hundred Russian prisoners of war 
from Karafuto, who were staying at 
the different hotels, have been placed 
under a special guard. 

During the riot the police used drawn 
swords, while the mob was armed with 
pistols and sword Sticks. The casu- 
alties among the police were three se- 
verely wounded and thirty-seven slighuy 
injured. Ninety-eight of the mob are 
under arrest. 

The mob set fire to the police boxes, 
by soaking hats in oil, firing them, and 
throwing inem at the object of aitack. 

Consulates Guarded. 


Yokohama, September 13.—(6 p. mJd— 
Troops of infantry are now guarding 
the foreign consulates, churches, cop- 
vents and hotels, and cavalry are pa- 
trolling the streets. One hundred and 
nineteen arrests have been made up to 
noon. Inflammatory cards were posted 
in the slums Tuesday and were torn 
down by the police. —

Shanghai, September 13.—The American 
boycott in China is already more than 
a commercial menace. It is now consids 
ered by many to be the forerunner of an 
antiforeign agitation. Business men in 
Shanghai, who at the beginning were 
inclined to laugh, have been astonished 
at the manner in which the propaganda 
has been promulgated in the interior. 

In its conception the boycott was be- 
lieved to have been fathered by a group — 
of officials in Pekin. According to Tre- 
port certain Chinese firms with a large 
quantity of American goods in stock took 
advantage of the movement. They them- 
selves had bought forward as far as 
June, 1906, and were anxious to keep 
their smaller competitors out of the mar- 
ket.

‘Court of Ordinary Decides 
Against Martha Johnson 
in Boardman Case.

for her 88-year-old daughter, Juliette, took 
steps to prevent the will being probated. 

Boardman had a .one-fourth interest 
in the estate of his father, which has 
been estimated at $15,000, and of this 
he left one-half to his daughter. «He 
made several small bequests and $2,000 
to Martha Johnson, the negro woman, 
and provided further that she was to get 
all that was left after the other pro- 
visions of the will had been carried out, 

In his decision Ordinary Wiley de- 
clares the document to be an inoffictous 
will and contrary to natural affections 
and moral duties. 

He further gives the opinion that the 
woman used undue influence on Board- 
man and that such a will was against 
public policy.

Syndicates we would not be able to 
invest our funds, except by buying in 
small quantities and paying the suc- 
cessive profits of middle men. 

“I ask you, Mr. Hughes, and the com- 
mittee, to consider we have over $450,- 
000,000 assets, and while we have over 
$100,000,000 invested in bond and mort- 
gage, we are constantly under the ne- 
cessity of finding additional investments 
for our large accumulations of funds, 
We could not make transactions of $100,- 
000,000 a year in the securities bought 
by tyis company without using syndi- 
cates, 


Personal Profits. 


The acknowledgement of personal prof- 
its was made in a tabulated statement 
which was presented to the committee 
after recess. It showed that Mr. Crom- 
well had made a personal profit of 
$26,371 from, syndicate operations dur- 
ing the past five years, in which he in- 
dividually and the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company had participated 

Mr.‘ Hughes, chief counsel to the cam- 
mittesé, immediately took up each item 
of these syndicate transactions in an 
effort to ascertain the manner in which 
these profits were. obtained. An inter- 
esting point was brought out when prob- 
ing a transaction in Pennsylvania rail- 
rail 3 1-2 convertables, in which Mr. 
Cromwell made no personal profit, the 
witness stated, “Of course, we are 
greatly interested in the Pennsylvania 
railroad. I might say we are the heav- 
jest stockholders.” 

Answering Mr. Hughes, Mr. Cromwell 
Said the holding of the Mutual] Life in 
the Pennsylvania raffroad was $5,000, 000, 
par. Among these transactions the con- 
nection of. trust companies with the Mu- 
tual Life was brought out when it was 
Stated that the 1,000,000 pounds Sterling 
subscription to a Japanese loan was 
shared by the United States Mortgage and 
Trust Company and the Guarantee Trust 
Company. In explaining this relation, Mr. 
Cromwel] said: 

“We gave the opportunities to the trust 
companies in which we held large inter- 
ests, for good reason. As J] explained this 
morning, we as an insurance company 
need very large banking facilities for yery 
large interests. 

“It goes without saying it is better for 
us to use our. OWn companies rather 
than give to institutions with which we 
have no connection, the handling of our 
large investments. For this reason we 
put men into the directorate of these sub- 
sidilary companies to look after the in- 
terests of the Mutual.’’ 


The Cuban Syndicate. 

Mr. Cromwell told how the Mutual sub- 
scribed $5,000,000 to the Cuban syndicate. 
Speyer & Co. had relied upon the sup- 
port of the Mutual. The Mutual with- | 
drew no bonds from thig first syndicate. 
All the bonds were sold to a second syn- 
dicate for 91, and the sellers. including 
the insurance company and Mr. Crom- 
well, personally, got their profits. 

In the second syndicate the buyers were 
the same memberg as were in the first. 
The whole block of bonds, $35,000,000, 
was sold at the advance of two points, 
said the witness, 

“Then the syndicates marked up the 
bonds two points and sold them to itself 
under a new name, in order to boom 
the market?’ 

“TI think it’s fair for you to ask Speyer 
& Co. about that,’ replied Mr. Crom- 
well. 

The issue price to the original syndicate, 
it was brought out, was 89, the syndicate 
selling price to participants was net 
92 9-16 and there was a further profit on 
sales to the public at 97. 

Other witnesses examined were Ed- 
mund Randolph, treasurer of the New 
York Life, and Bdward F. Shipman, as- 
sistant treasurer of the New York Life, 
both of whom testified as to syndicate 
operations.

The great lawyers and 
statesmen of the old school imbibed 
deeply on occasion, if not oftener, and 
the young man of that day, seeing 
how brillianecy and booze were seem- 
ingly allied, sought to emulate great- 
ness with respect to the liquid part 
of the combination. There was a 
time, in the early days of the repub- 
lic, when Americans threatened to be- 
come a race of alcoholics. 

It is rather disreputable than oth- 
erwise to be Known as a drinking 
man today. If we were to seek for 
the cause that has produced this rev- 
Olution of public sentiment, and with 
it a revolution in the habits of Amer- 
icans, we would name the chief cause 
in one word—commercialism. A 
strenuous business age has no place 
ior hard drinkers. The worker who 
holds his own in this inexorable 
game for the survival of the fittest 
cannot. win out with muddled brain 
and alcoholized nerves.

Dr. Charles H. Conway passed through 
Atlanta yesterday on his way to New 
Orleans, where he goes to offer his ser- 
vices in the present yellow fever crisis. 

Dr. Conway is a resident of Chicago 
and pastor of one of the suburban 
churches of Chicago. He has lived for 
many years before coming to America 
in tropical climates, where yellow fever 
is continually to be fought, and has had 
much experience in getting in effective 
work against the dread malady. 

To a Costitution reporter he said: “I 
am on my way to New Orleans and hope 
that my services, which will be offered 
free, may be of some benefit to the strick- 
en city. The church of which I am pastor— 
Water Street Methodist, Chicago—has 
given me indefinite leave of absence on 
full salary that I might go to New Or- 
leans and do what I could in the pres- 
ent emergency. 

“It is a mistake fomithe southern peo- 
ple to think that the north ‘does not 
sympahize with them full in their every 
problem. Even in regard to the negro 
question there is in the north and north- 
west a perfect harmony of feeling, and 
it is daily being regarded not a8 a sec- 
tional, but a national question for those 
most closely allied to it to solve. There 
are a few fanatics in the east who are 
still—well, you might simply say that 
they are simply—fanatics. 

“I have heard much of Atlanta and 
am glad to have seen it. It is indeed a 
wonderful city for its age and location.” 

Dr. Conway left over the Atlanta and 
West Point for New Orleans yesterday 
afternoon.

Maryland. Add t5 that four years a 
few months he passed in 8t. Paul, and 
Mr, Coker’s entire life was lived upon 
the soll he and his forebears had tilled 
for a living. 

Though always of a quiet, unobstrusive 
nature, few men have carved for them- 
Selves a better record than the late F. 
M. Coker. Born in Elbert county, his 
parents being John and Nancy Ballinger 
Coker, he breathed first the invigorating, 
health-giving atmosphere of that section. 


Spent Boyhood in Pike. 

While he was yet an infant, his parents 
removed to Coweta county, and then to 
Pike county, where he passed his boy- 
hood days. His father was well-to-do, 
and Mr, Coker was educated by an Eng- 
lish gentleman, David G. Pugh. to whom 
many Georgians of that age owe their 
early training. It was one of the pleas- 
ures of Mr. Coker’s Hfe to recount the 
great benefits coming to him from that 
old school English @ducator. To him 
he frequently said he owed almost as 
much for his success in life ag he owed 
to his wife. 

In 1847 Mr. Coker b.egan clekring for 
White & King, in Americus, then the 
largest business house in that section.

But Mr. Coker pulli- 
ed through. In 1861, when the war 
came on, he closed out his business and 
went to the front as first Ueutenant in 
the Sumter artillery. For four years he 
fought for his country, and when. the 
end came he returned to Americus 
without a dollar. His serviceg on the 
battle fleld were no bravér than his 
fight against poverty when he came 
home. Without a dollar he opened a 
bank, and within a short time was on 
his feet again. In 1870 he established 
the first bank in southwest Georgia, and 
in 1872 left it well at work to go to 
St. Paul, where he chartered a hank 
with $200,000. The climate did not suit 
him, and in 1873 he landed in Atlanta 
with his family, and in Atlanta he lived 
the remaining days of his life. 


Energetic Business Man. 

His life in Atlanta is an open book. 
It was the life of an energetic, loyal 
Atiantan, and through it he brought to 
himself a competency and a good name 
which will live for years to come. 

Apart from his business career, Mr. 
Coker was a strong character. Though 
not a finished scholar, he was of a 
classical turn of mind, and _ Burns, 
Byron, Shakespeare and others wete his 
con@tant companions. With those au- 
horg he passed many, many happy 
hours. He was a great lover of home. 
As a husband he was thoughtful, al- 
ways providing abundantly, ever tender 
and loving. As a father he was kind, 
helpful and instructive. He cared littie 
or nothing for politics, and held but a 
single office in his life. Always tem- 
perate and moral, he had his views of 
religious matters, and to these views he 
faithfully adhered throughout life. 

In Mr. Coker’s death Atlanta loses an 
ever zealous citizen, a wife loses a de- 
voted and loving husband, while a son 
and daughters lose an always loving 
and indulgent father.

Atlantic Coast Line Arbitra- 
tion Report to be Made 
Today, 


The arbitrators in the case of the tax 
returns of the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company will make their report 
today to Comptroller -Genera]l W. A. 
Wright. : 

Their work had not been completed 
last night, and they will hold another 
meeting today. It was learned, however, 
that this report will practically sustain 
the assessment of the comptroller general 
which was $2,027,000 greater than the 
returns made by the railroad company. 
While it is not expected the arbitrators’ 
award will be fully up to this figure, it 
is said it will be very close to it, so 
that it will amount to practically uphold- 
ing the comptroller’s action. 

It is said the arbitration of the At- 
lantic and Birmingham railroad returns 
will be completed this week, protmbly on 
Friday. 

Hon. J. Ferris Cann, of Savannah, rep- 
resenting the Atlanta and West Point 
in its arbitration, has asked that this 
hearing be postponed until the second 
week in October. The matter is now 
under consideration. 

The Seaboard Air Line arbitration was 
put up to the umpire; Judge R. T. Dan- 
iel, of Griffin, about three weeks ago. 
Judge Daniel has not yet made his re- 
port.

FOR WEST POINT 


Quarantine Regulations 
Would Have Interfered 
With Trains. 


The recent order of the state board of 
health. requiring the railroads to provide 
separate cars for through passenges from 
yellow fever infected districts, and in- 
stead of bringing such cars through At- 
lanta, to switch them around by the 
belt line, was the subject of a complaint 


made to the state board yesterday by 
the Atlanta and West Point officials. 

General Passenger Agent J. P. Billups 
called on Secretary H. F. Harris, of the 
state board, and stated the case to him. 
He said there was no connection be- 
tween the West Point and the Southern 
belt lines, as a result of which it would 
require nearly four hours to switch such 
cars around the city. 

Secretary Harris said the state board 
had no desire to impose too severe reg- 
ulations upon the railroads, but only 
wished to prevent any passengers from 
the infected districts getting off in At- 
lanta or anywhere else in the state. If 
the railroad would obligate itself to pre- 
vent such passengers leaving the trains 
in the state the board would permit the 
cars to be carried through the city. 

Mr. Billups agreed to see that this was 
done, and the West Point will be aj- 
lowed to take its through passengers 
through Atlanta in screened cars and 
with the car doors locked. 

Secretary Harris stated there were no 
new developments in the quarantine sit- 
uation yesterday. The situation, he said, 
was in much better shape and the quar- 
antine he now considers effective,

Camden, N. J., September 13.—William 
F. Powell, United States minister to 
Haiti, who is on leave of absence at 
his home here, today announced his in- 
tention of tendering his ‘resignation to 
President Roosevelt at once. He gives 
as his reason for resigning the preva- 
lence of revolutions, riots and fever in 
Haiti. “I have tempted the fates long 
enough,’’ he said, 

In about eight days Mr, Powel] will 
return to his post at Port au Prinae 
to awalt the appointment and arrival of 
his successor. Mr, Powell was appointed 
minister to Haiti! about ten years ago 
by President Harrison on the recom-

S LAID 10 REST 


Last Tribute Paid to Distin- 


guished Georgian, 


Funeral Services Held In Supreme 
Court Room—Address by Rev. 
Dr. Landrum—Many Mem- 
bers of Bar Present—In- 
terment im Macon. 


“Impressive funeral services were held in 
the supreme court room at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning over the the body of the 
late Chief Justice Thomas J. Simmons, 
after which the distinguished jurist was 
laid to rest in the afternoon in Rose Hill 
cemetery, Macon. 

Members of the bar came from all parts 
of the state, some of them braving the 
rigors of the quarantine regulations, to 
pay the last tribute of respect to the able 
soldier, judge and citizen, whom ali Geor- 
gia ‘has delighted to honor. Besides the 
Atlanta bar, some seventy-five or one 
hundred lawyers and judges from various 
Sections of the state were present in the 
supreme court room at the funeral hour. 
The supreme court room was filled to its 
capacity, and many chairs were placed in 
the hall of the capitol, just outside the 
main doors. ; 

The casket containing the body of the 
chief justice rested just in front of tae 
bench where he had presided for so many 
years, covered with flowers, the loving 
tributes of friends. Handsome floral de- 
signs were banked on all sides of the cas. 
ket, among the most notable being a 
broken wheel of roses, upon which was 
inscribed: ‘‘Our Grand Old Man,” the trib- 
ute of the supreme court justices and 
officials, Upon the bench stood in hand- 
some design the scales of justice formed 
of white and pink carnations, from the 
Atlanta Bar Association. A flora] anchor 
abaye a bed of roses came from the capi- 
tol officials. Many other floral tributes 
were sent direct to Macon, where they 
were place@l upon the grave. 


Taken to the Capitol. 

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning the jus- 
tices and officers of the supreme court, 
capitol officials and others gathered at the 
home of the late chief justice, at 470 
West Peachtree street, and within a short 
time accompanied the remains to the cap- 
itol, where it was arranged that they 
should lie in state until the funeral hour. 

The hearse bearing the body was follow- 
ed by carriages in which were the active 
pallbearers, officers and justices of the 
supreme court and others. Upon arrival 
at the capitol shortly after 8 o'clock, the 
funeral procession was met at the capi- 
tol steps by Governor Terrell and other 


state house officials, and headed by* Gov- 


ernor Terrell and ex-Governor Candler 
the procession marched through the capi- 
tol corridors and up the broad steps lead- 
ing to the supreme court room. 

Plevated wpon a catafalque, the casket 
Was placed immediately in front of the 
supreme court bench, opposite the center 
seat, gO long occupied by the chief justice. 
Beautiful floral tributes were grouped 
around it dn profusion. 

Some time before the hour for the fu- 
neral arrived people began to gather, and 
it was not long before the court room 
was comfortably filled. 

Upon the bench sat the five remaining 
justices of the supreme court, Governor 
Terrell and the three ministers by whom 
the services were conducted, Rey. Dr. C. 
5. Dowman, of the Methodist church; 
Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum and Rev. Dr. 
John E White, of the First and Second 
Baptist churches. Behind them stood the 
two old negro servants of Justice Sim- 
mons, expressing as best they knew tnat 
deep devotion which springs from years of 
kind Treatment. 


As Judge Simmons Wished. 

The funeral services were simple and 
unostentatious, carried out almost to the 
letter as Justice Simmons himself wished 
they should be. His favorite hymns were 
sung; his favorite chapters from the 
Book of Books were read. 

The choir opened the services by sweet- 
ly singing ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,”’ 
following which Dr, Dowman called at- 
tention to the. fact that those passages 
of scripture which Justice Simmons loved 
best and which he read almost every day 
would be read. Dr. Dowman read first 
the ninety-first Psalm, and then the four- 
teenth chapter of the gospel according to 
St. John was read by Dr. Landrum: 

Dr. Wisite made an earnest prayer, most 
fitting to the occasion, and a ‘ew brief 
remarks were then made by Dr. Dow- 


man. 
“We are here,’’ said Dr. Dowman, “to 


do honor to a brave soldier, a wise legis- 
lator, a learned jurist, an incorruptible 
judge, a patriotic citizen, a loving father 
and husband.”’ 

He spoke of the fact that Georgia was 
rich in examples of great men, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the mantle of jus- 
tice, honor and integrity, so well worn 
by the deceased, would fall upon the 
shoulders of his younger brethren. 

Address by Dr. Landrum. 

Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum then paid a 
beautiful tribute to Chief Justice Sim- 
mons, whom he said he had known almost
